THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART REPEATS WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS IN JULY 

The eighth annual Wednesday Evening Festivals at The Cleveland Museum of 
Art are scheduled for July 8, 15, 22, and 29, 1981. They offer free art lectures, 
art workshops, feature films and art films, a variety of special music programs, 
and box suppers. The Wednesday Evening Festivals are presented by the Museum 
with the support of WCLV 99.5 FM. 

All of the Wednesday Evening Festival activities, with the exception of 
the box suppers, are free and open to all. Only the art workshops, which have 
limited enrollments, and the box suppers, which must be pre-planned by the 
Museum staff, require advance reservations. Art workshop instructors request 
that young children attend with a parent, grandparent, or older friend. 

The box suppers, served in the Museum's outdoor garden court, are $5.50 
and require pre-pald advance reservations by noon of the Monday preceding the 
Wednesday Evening Festival. Supper reservations for the first supper (July 8) 
should be made by Thursday noon, July 2. 

To make supper reservations or to enroll in one of the workshops call the 
Museum's Department of Art History and Education at 421-7340, extension 419. 

Wednesday Evening Festival programs begin at 5:30 pm and offer diverse 
choices for Museum visitors, while the Museum's galleries and special exhibitions 
remain open until 10 pm as usual on Wednesday evenings.

2-wednesday evening festivals 


Music programs this year include music by Cleveland composer Frederick Koch, 
violin and piano music by Brahms and Prokofieff, a piano quintet by Mozart and 
woodwind quintet by Klughardt, as well as works by Bartok, Barber, and Schubert. 
Performers include Frederick Koch, piano; Gino Rafaelli, violin; Lois Rova Ozanlch, 
piano; The New Cleveland Chamber Players, woodwind ensemble; Donald Payne, piano; 
and The Blossom Festival School Vocal Chamber Ensemble, Vance George, conductor. 

The feature films this year focus on satirical comedies from the 1930s through 
the 1950s and three of the art films examine the work of Pablo Picasso, while the 
fourth looks at the work of Vasily Kandinsky at the Bauhaus. 

Each studio art workshop explores subjects related to the Museum’s collections 
or subjects in one of the current exhibitions. 

Special exhibitions on view at the Museum during the Wednesday Evening Festivals 
this year include The Year in Review , Kandinsky Watercolors , Silver in American Life , 
Art and the Stage , and Philip Guston; The Last Works. 

The Wednesday Evening Festival lectures explore subjects related to three 
of these exhibitions, while the fourth lecture examines the use of Pierrot and 
Harlequin as subject matter for artists.
